BACCALAUREATE. 


Rev. Culler took for his text Phil. 3: 


13— "Brethren, I count not mysf It to 
have apprehended; but this one thing 
I do, forgetting those things which are 
behind and reaching forth to those 
things which are before." The theme 
of his discourse was Progress. Rev. 
Culler spoke of the life of St. Paul and 
advised his hearers to emulate tbe 
apostle. 


"We make progress mentally by not 


depending upon, or resting satisfied 
with, what we have learned. The past 
can never be sufficient, but what we 
have gained intellectually may be used 
as stepping stones, or ladders, to climb 
still higher. 
The youth, the man or 


woman who is not ambitious to ad- 
vance will surely 
retrograde. * * 


If the mind is not constantly exercised 
in thought, reading, studying, reflec- 
tion, the intellect is weakened— all the 
faculties, imagination, memory, reason 
and judgment, become impaired. To 
keep our minds fresh, vigorous and 
satisfied we must be daily student?, 
never satisfied with past achievements. 
We must always be alert and mentally 
awake to grasp ideas and thoughts 
from books and papers and from the 
events which are continually occur- 
ring about us. 
We make pro- 


gress in all mental achievements by 
laying aside the mistakes and errors 
which we may have made in the past." 


"We must never forget the cultiva- 


tion of the nobler virtues, justice, 
mercy and love, and the cultivation of 
a pure and true literature, which 
adorns a nation." * * There is a 
nobler wealth than that which is mere- 
ly natural and which can be estimated 
by arithmetic. 
It is wealth of mind, 


nobleness of character, fitness for use- 
fulness, making the circle in which 
we move better and happier because 
we have lived and thought and acted 
in it. 


"We make progress by availing onr. 


ielves of present opportunities—laying 
hold of that which is bafore us and not 
waiting for greater or better opportu- 
nities for mental and moral improve- 
ment." 


"I conceive the chief joy and em- 


ployment of heaven to ba ever learn- 
ing from the sacred lips of our Lord 
the things we cannot here fathom or 
understand and to have our Eouls 
thrilled and enlarged by the unfold- 
ings of what are now to us mysteries 
of providence and grace. I would 
have all, especially you who graduate, 
to feel that you have but made a 
feeble beginning. 
Never think your 


education is completed. It is indeed 
fortunate that the closing of schools 
and colleges is called commencement. 
The word means exactly what it is. 
You have but made a commencement 
of study. * * There is very much to be 
learned by judicious reading. It is 
best always to re*d such books as will 
cause us to think. * * No one can b? 
considered well vereed in literature, in 
any language, who is ignorant of the 
contents of the sacred scriptures. * * In 
an editorial in the New York evening 
.Post we fiad this very significant and 
correct statement about the potent in- 
fluence of the Bible as a book of liter- 
ature: 'It ia impossible to overestimate 
the importance of the Bible as a pro- 
motive influence in English literature. 
Its variety of style, its marvelous fe- 
licity of phrase, its dignity and im- 
pressiveness early entered into the 
very fibre of our literary expression 
and has remained a potent force. In 
the beginning of American history 
everybody read the Bible from child- 
hood; everyone quoted from it; every- 
one's memory was stored with its in- 
cidents and forms of words.' 


"In conclusion, I wish to congra'.u 


late yon, graduates, that you have 
reached this stige in your studies. I 
know it has been reached by much toil 
and effort. You have my best wishes 
and prayers for your future success. 
I ask you to remember the beautiful 
and true lines of Alice Carey :

Perhaps you may say that is a 
very strong assertion, for the diplomas 
we shall receive will always be evi- 
dence of onr achievements, but the 
qnes' i n I would put to each one is, 
Shall we utilize these honors 'i Shall 
we pat in aetuil prac'.iee the lessons 
we have learned or shVl we drift away 
and lose, through negligence and in- 
ac'.i -n, the real advantages that should 
be increased through the education 
we havi received ? Not one of us for 
a moment should think that the light 
of intelligence is stronger in our being 
than in others. It is true that our 
knowledge is of varying degrees, just 
as cur fECulties are stronger in one 
direction than in another. Thousands 
before us have been j'ist as talented, 
just as enthusiastic and just as worthy 
of honor and success as we. None of 
us may ever prove to b; a Demosthenes, 
an E-USOD, a Phydias, or a Napoleon, 
but we can all be men aid women true 
to our purpose and by perseverance 
and singleness of aim win for ourselves 
a place in business and society that 
«i!l be an honor to our parents, our 
teachers and our classmates.

DEAR GAZETTE :—I have seenand read 


every issue published and distributed 
by your people for more than fifty 
years. In all that tim<>, always wel- 
come, you were never more so than last 
Saturday evening, when, upon receiv- 
ing my mail from horns, I beheld your 
smiling face. H"re, in this hamlet in 
the mcuitains and hills.aud just at the 
beginning of an enforced retirement 
of thirty-six hours from business, you 
were certainly a most agreeable guest. 
I would feel to speak even stronger 
words of praise, but I forbear, lest "the 
old paper" become vain. 


All the local items, including the 


letters from different parts of the 
county, had a special interest for me; 
bat nothing impressed me so much as 
the memorable words of Alexander H. 
Stephens, uttered forty-two years ago.

and Efrypt and in 1871 returned to 
the 
United 
States, 
having 
been 


elected professor of historical the- 
ology in 
Drew Theological 
semi- 


nary. 
He was president 
of the 


seminary from 1873 to 1880, whe)a 
he was chosen bishop. He trai 
into English from the Garman history 
of the church in the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries, Van Oosterzee's 
Lectures in Defense of John's Gospel 
and Linge's Romans. 
His original 


works are History of Rationalism, 
1865, Martyrs to the Tract Cause and 
Outlines of Biblical History, 1873, Life 
and Literature in the Fatherland,187'4, 
Our Theological Culture, Bibliotheka 
Theologica and a General History of 
the Christian Church. The project of a 
great Methodist university at Washing- 
ton was set on foot by Bishop Hurst 
and he has since been the leading spirit 
in this movement. 


Healthful Bedford? 


Badford enjoys a high reputation as 


a health resort. The mountains sur- 
rounding the town are lofty and beau- 
tiful. 
The water is pure as crystal. 


The air is balmy and invigorating. 
The drainage is fine and excellent. 


With all these blessings and advan- 


tages, the town, at the present time, is 
inflicted with vile odors of the cess- 
pools, pig-pens and large piles of ma" 
nure in the alleys. Thesa alleys ara 
public highways and our citizacs have 
the right to drive or walk through 
them without inhaling the fetid smells 
occasioned by these public nuisances. 
Several pens for the deposit of stock 
manure have been erected in the alleys. 
In former days the town council com- 
pelled the removal of the manure piles 
and in the summer months required 
all citizens to clean their yards, cellars, 
Ac , and sprinkle lime therein. 


The attention of the town council 


and the board of health (if the mem- 
bers are not all dead) is called to this 
matter. They should at once appoint 
some competent person to examine the 
alleys, cellars and cess-pools monthly 
during the next four months and re" 
quire that lime be plentifully scattered 
in the cellars and the cess-pools month- 
ly .

to conceal it from the public. General 
Miles' story of the cruelty of his 
fellow-soldiers is a complete corrobora- 
tion of the various rumors that have 
from time to time reached the people 
despite the watchful censors who have 
been looking after the interests of the 
government.

charges made by the commander of 
the army are as follows: 


Vineente Luna, aged 69 years, un- 


conscious from water torture, dragged 
from his home and burned to death by 
scouts under Lieutenant Hennessy. 


Written statement of foregoing atro- 


city withheld in mysterious manner. 


Two natives whipped to death at 


Ladag. 


Seven prisoners tied together and 


bayoneted to death for refusing to 
take Lieutenant Caulfield's scouts to 
camp of Quinson, an insurgent leader. 


Padre Jose Diaznes, a native priest, 


subjected to water torture, his front 
teeth knocked out and robbed of §300. 


Water torture practised on scores of 


prisoners; 600 crowded into a one-story 
building, 18 or 30 feet high and 00 or 
70 feet long; some of these died of suf- 
focation. 


Party under command of Major 


Glenn moved from place to place to 
extort information by means of torture; 
they acted with the knowledge of 
Brigadier General Hughes and were 
known as "Glenn's Brigade." 


Becoacentration by General Bell a 


direct violation of law, as were sales 
of rica to prisoners at a large profit. 


It is no wonder the administration 


wanted to keep these facts from the 
public. 


In commenting on the report of Gen- 


eral Miles, the Philadelphia 
Ledger, 


a Republican paper, says: "It is un- 
necessary to dwell upon the particular 
atrocities related by General Miles. 
He found, he says in his report, that 
with certain officers the impression 
prevailed that such acts were justifia- 
We, although they had been con- 
demned by such commanders as Law- 
ton, Wade, Sumner and others, and he 
felt it his duty, 'in order to correct 
such erroneous and dangerous impres- 
sions, and to prevent the possibility of 
such acts being committed-in the fu- 
ture, which might impair the good 
name of American arms and bring dis- 
credit to our serv.'c? for all tame,' to is- 
sue a letter of instructions, calling at- 
tention to the wrong, and. directing 
the anrulment of any orders that 
would encourage or inspire any acts of 
cruelty. 
That was the proper way to 


defend the army—to re prove those who 
had done it discredit, not those who 
found fault with the evil deeds. 


"Why should not the war depart- 


ment gladly make tbe lieutenant gen- 
eral's attitude its own, Find so take 
credit to itself for its desire to protect 
the good name of American arms ? No 
one can suppose that Mr. Boot, for 
example, has any other purpose or 
deaire. Yet by the studied suppression 


and said, Be of good cheer." Acts 23:11. 


Paul was being tried by his country- 


men before a Roman court for "the 
hope of the promise of God to Israel." 
The dispute was growing so violent 
that Paul was in danger of being torn 
in pieces by his enemies, so the colonel 
of the garrison regiment ordered the 
Guard to go down among them and 
rescue him and take him to the bar- 
racks. 
On the following night the 


Master came and stood by Paul, and 
said; "Courage! As you have borne 
witness for me in Jerusalem so well' 
you must do the same thing at Borne." 


In the morning the Jews combined 


together and took an oath that they 
would not eat or drink till they had 
killed Paul. There were more than 
forty in the plot; and they went to the 
chief priests and councilors and said: 
"We have taken a solemn oath not to 
touch anything till we have killed 
Paul. So we want you now, with the 
consent of the council, to suggest to 
the colonel that he should bring Paul 
down before you, as though you in- 
tended to go more fully into the de- 
tails of his case; but before 
there we will be ready to make away 
with him." 


But the son of Paul's sister, hearing 


of the plot, went to the barracks, and 
getting admitted, told Paul about it. 
So Paul called oue of the captains of 
the garrison and asked him to take 
the lad to the colonel, as he had some- 
thing to tell him. The captain went 
with the lad to the colonel and said: 


"The prisoner Paul called me and 


asked me to bring this lad to you, as 
he has something to say to you." 


The colonel took the lad by the hand, 


and stepping aside, asked him what it 
was he had to tell him. "The Jews 
have agreed," the lad answered, "to 
ask you to bring Paul down before the 
council tomorrow, on the plea of your 
making .further enquiry into his case. 
But pray do not let them persuade you, 
for more than forty of them are lying 
in wait for him, who have taken an 
oath that they will not eat or drink 
till they have made away with him; 
and they are at this very moment in 
readiness, iu anticipation of your 
promise." 


The colonel then .dismissed the lad, 


cautioning him not to say a word to 
anybody of his having given him that 
information. Them he summoned two 
captains and ordered thsm to be pre- 
pared with two hundred infantry to 
go to Caesarea, as well as seventy 
troopers and two hundred lancers, by 
nine o'clock that night, and to have 
horses ready for Paul to ride, so that 
they might take him safely to Felix, 
the governor. To him he wrote some- 
thing like this: 


"Claudius Lysias sends his compli- 


ments to his excellency the governor. 
The man whom I send with this had 
been seized by the Jews and was on 
the point of being killed by them 
when I rescued him, as I learnt that 
he was a Roman citizen. I found their 
charges were connected with questions 
of their own law, but that there was 
nothing alleged involving punishment 
However, having information of a plo' 
to kill him, I am sending him to you

Colorado, North and South Dikota, 
Idaho, Nebraska, Kinsas, Minnesota 
Wyoming, Oklahoma and Indian terri- 
tories. 


Schemes for this celebration have 


been under discussion sinca 1885 and 
careful study mide of every exposition 
held since then, both at home' aid 
abroad. Elaborate plans were drawr 
and gigantic undertakings assumed 
which are already nearing nial com 
pletion under able management and 
promise entire success.

The Agricultural building covers 23 


acres. The Transportation palacs will 
be the most beautiful of all the expo- 
sition's ^arge buildings. Its dimensions 
are 525x1,300 feet, covering 15 acres 
and having four miles of track for the 
display of all kinds of vehicles. 
The 


Pilace of Varied Industries measures 
535x1,800 feet; the Palace of Textiles 
and the Palace of Electricity each 
covers seven acres. The last named 
building will be the flaest ever devoted 
to an electrical display anywhere. The 
Pilaee of Liberal Arts is 535x750 feet 
and the Palace of Machinery is 300 feet 
longer. 
This buliding will have a 


power plant developing and transform 
ing nearly 3,500 horse power, furnish- 
ing the power for countless electric 
lights, which will shine from the cor- 
nices of the buildings, making a bril- 
liant scene by night. Half a million 
lights will be used. 


The grouping of the main buildings 


ia fan shaped, split in the centre by an 
avenue 623 feet wide, lined in double 
rows on both sides with miples. At 
the head of this avenue or "Grand 
Prospect," as it is called, will be a la- 
•oon showing a 1,500-foot stretch of 
water, and still behind that a cascade 
pouring forth from an 80-foot he'ght 
JO,000 gallons of pure water every 
minute. Farther back upon an emi- 
nence and terminating "the picture" 
will stand the Fine Arts Palace. Be- 
tween this and the cascades will ba the 
Terrace of States —a semi-circle of 14 
arcades each containing a statue rep- 
resenting one of the states of the Lou- 
isiana Purchase. In the middle of 
this Terrace of States will stand Fas- 
tival Hall, a lightly ornate structure 


The government and various state 


buildings will stand upon a high, 
wooded plateau to the southwest of 
the main palaces. The government 
building is to be 764 feet long, leaving 
a 93 foot dome, and will be the most 
costly exposition building the govern- 
ment has ever erected. 
The state 


buildings are to be grouped nearby. 
In this same locality will be Fraternal 
Hall, costing 3300,000 and built by 
subscription from the various frater- 
nal societies all over the country for 
the convenience of their members vis- 
iting the fair. 


A feature new to expositions hereto- 


fore will be exhibits from our insular 
possessions; $750,000 will be spent on 
these exhibits. A village of 1,000 Fili- 
pinos will enable one to observe the 
manners and customs of the people of 
our new lands in the east. 
Alaska 


will have a 850,000 exhibit. Japan will 
spend S250 000 on her display. England, 
France and Germany and probably 
others will exceed this amount. Great 
interest is being shown by almost 
every nation. South American coun- 
tries in particular are showing unusual 
activity and will be represented by 
displays of their native products and 
their industries. 


Of course there will be a "Midway." 


This time it is to be called "Amuse- 
ment Pike," or "the Pike." 
Every 


quarter of the globe will be here rep- 
resented and concessions on "The Pike'1 


will be granted to displays of a high 
class only.
